The Old Hero of t ho 8th Illinois Ciualry 


Dies Fioiu tlio Kllectu of 
Gnj) 


"Which Prostrated Iliiu a 


Year Ago. 


Washington, July 15.—Ex-Congress- 


man John F. Farngwortb, of Illinois, 
died here yesterday afternoon from an 
affection of the lungs at tbe age of T7 
years 
He had never fully recovered from 


an attack o£ grip, by whioh he was pros- 
trated neatly a year ago, and whioh sub- 
sequently developed into bronchial trou- 
ble. 


At the time of bis death he wa? attend- 


ed by his wife and son, who will accom- 
pany tho remains to St. Charles, 111 , 
where the interment will take place. 


General Farnsworth was one of the 


most familiar figures at tho national cap- 
ital during the last SO years, and a favor 
ite pastime with him was speeding a fa- 
mous pacer named Rocket, of which ho 
Was very fond. 
When any one compli- 


mented him upon the appearance of bis 
pacer the seneial would invariably reply: 


There are many families who would 


give all they possess to have his common 
sense." 


It was in 1867 that General Farnsworth 


Drat made his appearance heie as a repro 
sensitive from Illinois, and remained in 
congress until the war broke out, when 
he returned home and raised tbe Eighth 
Illinois Cavalry, of which ho was made 
colonel. 
Ho started to organize this regi- 


ment in September, and it was mustered 
into service in October, 18G1.' For two 
years General Farnswortb saw hard ser- 
vice in Stoneman's division of the Army 
of the Potomac. In 1863 ha was again 
elected to congress as a Republican from 
Illinois, and 
served 
fioni that time 


through Grant's first administration, re- 
tiring from public life in 1S73. 


After a few years' absence from Wash 


Ington he returned here to reside perma- 
nently, and built two houses on B street, 
about half a block from the capitol, where 
be continued to live until his death. In- 
vestments in Washington real estate re- 
sulted fortunately for General Farns- 
worth, and he was considered one of the 
wealthiest 
citizens 
of Washington 


Then, too, he had been fortunate in plac- 
ing money elsewhere, particularly In the 
west, and his last days were pi.ssed in 
ease 
and 
comfort. 
Ex-Congressman 


Thomas J. Henderson, of Illinois, who is 
now at Princeton, was related to General 
Farnswortb by the marriage of Miss Hen- 
dereon to John Farnsworth, and the chil- 
dren of the couple worn the source of 


reat pride to both grandfathers.

ELECTKICITY FOR RAILrtUADS. 


Ian to Substitute KlectricHy for Steam 


On the PennHjlvamalioad. 


Chicago, July 15.—'Talk about J. Pier- 
ont Morgan's scheme to substitute eleo- 
rlcity for steam on through railway eys- 
errs continues. It IMS' been announced 
Iiat Mr Morgan was planning to substl- 
uto motors for locomotives on the 27,000 
miles of railway be controls. And yes- 
erday a high official of the Pennsylvania 
allroad announced in Cblcago that the 
ireotors of the company bad carefully 
onsidered the question of equipping the 
oad with tbe third rail system and sub 
tltutlng electricity as a motive power for 
team. 


This official said the estimate of saving 


hrough the use of electricity would be 
9000,000 a yoar, or enough to pay 7H 
ler cent interest on $120,000,000 of capl- 
ial. The most liberal estimate of the cost 


if tbe change in motive power was $120, 
100,000, while some of the estimates were 
as low as $75,000,000.

Havana, July 15.—Reports were re- 


eived today stating that a fight had 
,aken place somewhere in the neigh bor- 
lood of Arroyo Blanco between Gomez 
and a portion of Weyler's army.

and that the Cubans won in tbo end, the

It was reported several days ago that

any actual fighting to receive an injury. 


News just received states that General 


achieved another victory in the 


mountains northwest of Pinar del Rio 
City. He was encamped there with about 
.000 men, when UOOO government troops, 
nfantry and cavalry, mostly the former, 
marched against him, 
The famous Col. 


San Martin was the second in command, 
and as he knows that section' thoroughly 
ihe Spaniards depended upon him. Diaz 
was well informed of the movement.and 
retired to a spur of the hills, where there 
were only two paths leading to bis camp 
and to which no approacn could be made 
over the mountains. 
Two of his expert 


dynamite men prepared several mines on 
the approaching paths, and three rapid 
fire guns that the general possessed were 
placed in advantageous 
positions.

ent upon either one of them, ns the 
case may be. They aro on a par v;ith tht 
statement that labor creates :ill wealth 
•while as n matter of fact labor is never 
active and creates no wealth until snme 
man or men with mental and flnanc.a 
ability enough to oraploy labor employs it 
with the hopo of doing FO nt a profit. 
It 


is this superficial way of looking at things 
which misleads so many people and licpps 
them 
continually acting 
and voting 


against their own interest?. 


Tho truth is that hard times will dis 


appear as soon as there is a demand for 
labor and those- who have lubor to sell get 
a market to sell it in and become con- 
sumers. This will bring the farmer but- 
ter prices for his products and bo in tun 
becomes a better consumer and so on il 
goes from right to left, but- the prime fac 
tor which produces it all is the condition 
which warrants tho employer of labor to 
go into business where ho buyp labor. 


These conditions .ire produced by a 


logiccl protective tariff 
bill, which pro 


tects thofo who desire to engage in manu- 
facturing, against the products of cheapei 
labor abroad. 
Tho present tariff 
bill 


•when it becomes a law, will create u con- 
dition which will entice manufacturers 
to go Into or to reopen business, and thi 
will produce good times in the nauirti 
order; first by giving men employment 
second, having employment they again 
become profitable consumers; third, to 
gether these constitute a demand for the 
farmer's products and ho will again get 
good prices. 


Bettor times ia dependent oi> a logica' 


protective tariff and it is the only thing 
that can produce good times w'tb us. 
The attack on the tariff prostrated the 
business of the country. 
It w»= not low 


prices of farm products. Low prices were 
simply one of tho results. 
Tho loss of In 


bor was not the cause of hard times. 
Il 


was only a result of the attack on protec- 
tion which shut down our industries. A 
low tariff in this country will always 
have the s-.me depressing effect until la- 
bor is reduced to the level of labor in Eu 
rope. 


An 
Englishman recently protesting 


against the present tariff bill argued that 
America can compete with tho world and 
a tariff is unnecessary. Ho forgets tc: 
say, which he very well knows, that 
America without a protective tariff can 
not pay the rate of wages it pays for lab'jr 
and compete with the products of Euro- 
pean labor. The motive the Englishman 
has In opposing tho present tariff bill it 
that he. with his colleagues, want this 
market as they hnve it now and which 
they know they cannot keep under a prc- 


• tective tariff any 'more then they could 


prevent us starting the tin plate Industry 
in this country as soon as we got n duty 
of 3.2 cents a pound on tin under the Mc- 
Kinley bill. 
' 


The Beet Sugar Bounty. 


The Democrats made it necessary that 


the Republicans abandon tho beet sug:ir 
bonnty proposition. As is well known, 
tho Republicans presented an amendment 
after tho other features of the bill had 
been completed,proposing to pay a bonnty 
of n quarter of a cent a pound during a 
five years' period from the passage of the 
bill. This, It was felt, would insure tho 
establishment of tho beet sugar industry 
In the United States. It is by this pro- 
cess that European countries have not 
only encouraged the production of beet 
snffar but actually established a system 
which supplied more than half the sugar 
of the world by a process a generation 
ago unknown. It was felt that this slight 
encouragement in this country similar to 
that utilized In other countries might en- 
able the farmers of the United States to 
produce the hundred 
million dollars' 


worth of sugar for which we aro now 
sending our money abroad. 
But the> 


Democrats opposed the proposition, as 
they do everything which emanates from 
the Republicans, and gave notice that 
they would delay the bill by a long and 
Indefinite discussion, making It probable 
that months would elapse before a vote 
could be had, if the bonnty proposition 
were pressed by the Republicans. The 
result waa that the Republicans were 


compelled tn either abandon tho proposi- 
tion temporarily or keep the couitry in 
suspense with reference to the tariff bill 
for months. They, therefore, determined 
to withdraw their sugar bonnty amend- 
ment and offer it as a separate measure in 
the rope of getting a vote upon it at next 
session. 


The resolution 
reported by the senate 


committee on foreign relations to tho 
cileot that the preside nt is empowered to 
take measures to obtaic the relase from 
the Spanish government or the Competit- 
or prisoners and the restoration 
of the 


vessel to Its owner on the ground that the 
trial accorded by Spain was a mere mock- 
ery is calculated to bring us in that rela 
tion to Spain that will please the Ameri- 
oau people. It cannot come too Boon 
either. 


The more the tariff bill is studied the 


more thoroughly satisfactory it becomes 
to those examining it. That it was espe- 
cially satisfactory to the peop'e when it 
left the house, is boyoiul question, and as 
its difcussion in the senate brought it 
nearer to the form in which was passed 
by the house, tho responses from 
tho 


country have indicated that It was-meet- 
ing with popular approinl.

CHILDREN WHO WEAR GLASSES. 


AlarmlnB Incrpus" o£ Eye Trouble* 


Among YoctU ot tlie I'nited States. 
Amoricar.s are fast growing used to 


the sight of the school children whoso 
spectacled eyes are in contrast to their 
jouthful faces. Statistics show that in 
the United States at least 30 per cent, 
of the school children are near-sighted, 
and this is only one of "the many de- 
fects from which the eye suffers. 


In the June lleview of Ilevicws Dr. 


Allport, of Minnesota, who discusses 
this important theme—the defective 
eyesight of American children—gives 
for the prime cause of the degeneracy 
of human eyesight the excessive strain 
upon the eye produced by intellectual 
pursuits. 
That intellectual progress 


and ocular de-geration are inseparable, 
and that savages do not suffer from de- 
fective sight is proven by the fact that 
among Indian, children only two pei 
cent, are affected by myopia, and among 
negroes only 2% per cent.. Of 2,000 
Mexican children examined eight onlj 
were near-sighted, CO far-sighted and 
ten astigmatic. In the United States 
30 per cent, of the school children'have 
defective eyes, 
while 
in 
Germany, 


where all sorts of intellectual pursuitr- 
abouud, and the topography of books 
is of the most execrable description, 
50 per cent, of the children are my- 
opic. 


Of course the subject is of the great- 


est importance, and remedial measures 
should be taken \>y both parents and 
teachers. The latter should be trainer! 
to detect the first signs of defective 
eyesight, and work should be arranged 
to best suit the ejes of the pupils, lint 
many parents do not watch young chil- 
dren at their reading and allow them 
to read by waving light, dim gaslight. 
or to strain their eyes by too much read- 
ing at night. Let the small boys and 
girls do their studying by daylight, 
even if. they have to arise an hour earlier 
to do so, and give 'hem games that do 
not require any straining of the e5-es 
'or the evening's entertainment. Often 
children convalescent and weak are 
.llowed to read hours at a stretch and 
permanently injure, their eyesight- 
Indianapolis Sentinel.

TOWNSHIP STORE FOR THE POOR 


Peoria Supervisors Are Considering That 


Plan of Providing lor Paupera. 


A scheme for taking care of the poor 


has been sprung in Peoria which is sure 
to attract the attention of the county su 
porvisors and may ultimately be given a 
trial. Pauper bills are always one of tbe 
biggest items of expense at every meeting 
of tbe supervisors, and any way to reduce 
them is always hailed with joy. The 
Peoria scheme Is likely to be watched 
with interest with a view to it being 
tried. 


This plan is for the township to run a 


grocery store of its own. It camo up be- 
fora the Poona supervisors in the shape of 
a resolution from tbo poormaster, recom- 
mouding that the township rent a room, 
buy its grocor.es at wholesale, biro a 
clerk, 
purchase a horse and delivery 


wagon and fill and deliver orders that are 
given to the city poor instead of having 
thorn filled at tbo grocery stores as is done 
under the present system. 


The reason of reasons given in suggest- 


ing this innovation is that it would pre- 
vent a vast amount of f-aud. 
Applicants 


for county relief get their orders from tho 
poormaster and instead of obtaining the 
necessaries of life fool them away on lux- 
uries and trivial things. It is a common 
thing for those who receive the orders to 
get fruits, fancy canned goods, tobacco, 
cigars and whiskey instead of the good 
wholesome food intended to be distribut 
ed. Some of them go so far as to sell 
their orders outright, or to take part in 
goods and the remainder in'oaah. Now it 
Is proposed in the resolution to lay in a 
stock of goods as the property of tho town- 
ship and have the same distributed under 
tbe direction of tho poormaster instead of 
giving the orders to ba filled at any gro- 
cery. 


It is not a new proposition. 
Such a 


plan was proposed by the Macou county 
supervisors' committee, but it was eet 
aside. Instead two supervisors wore ap 
pointed to act with tho overseer of tho 
poor as an investigating committee, no 
application for aid to be allowed ^until 
after each party seeking help bad been 
visited. It is claimed that the plan works 
well. 


Coins to Limit, O., to look at Asphalt, 
City Engineer Dickerson and several 


members of the city council will leave to- 
morrow night for Lima, Ohio, where they 
will inspect a high grade of asphalt pav- 
ing being built for tbe streets of that 
city. 
Mr. Carpenter the secretary of tbu
